Government is con- 
templating the ongugement of a- large 
number of German Officers to’ undertake 
the training of the army. Jt is notorious 
that China has preferred the German io.any 
other military syatem, and that in drawing 
up the schome.of military reorgani- 
sation the Chineso War Olficg was 
largely ‘guided by tho advice of German 
exports. But, apparently at that time, it

PHILIPPINES,

and can be determined only through the 
drilling of a series of test wells.” Accurd- 
ing to their report ‘all the petroleum 
encountered so far is similar in character, 
and ‘of a good quality. It is of low 
anecific gravity and contains a large: pro- 
portion of light gils which would make 
it of relatively.high value as a commercial 
petroleum. The seeps are in highly 


J inglined strata which are probably in al’ 
cases part of the structure of anticlina..f 


folds. From this association it is believed 
that the petroleum in this field has, in 
accordance .with the 
petroleum accumulation, tended to collect 
in the crests of anticlines. ¢ The petréleum 
oceurs, associated with ‘certain horizons, 
in an extensive series of beds of-sandstone 
and shale whieh is similar in charaeter 
to. the -vil-bearing rocks of “productive 
fields, notably those of Fapan.” :

NEW JAPANESE CABLE .TO SHANGHAT. 


Mr, Motoda, Minister of Communica- 
tions, who passed Oseka on the Ist instant 7 
on his way from-a.tour in Kyushy to 
Tokyo,. is quated by the Mainichi os - 
follows ‘dn’ the reduction of telegraph 


charges:—“T am surprised to see that 
the public takes go little notice of the 
reduction in foroign telegraph charges, 
which came into force on the Ist instant. 
The Great Northern and ‘the Eastern 
Telegraph companies had beon | mono- 
polising the greater part of the telegraph 
services in the Far East, and had been 
maintaining very high rates, but nothing 
could be done: te compel ‘such powerful 
companies to reduce their charges. Last 
year the contract for the Nagasaki- 
Shanghai. service expired, on which the 
Japanese’ Government entered = upon 
negotiations for a reduction of the rates, 
and succeeded in obtaining « reduced 
seale, besides an acknowledgement of its 
right to lay submarine cal les between 
these two places without paying the Great 
Northorn Company. any compensation, 
This will save the Japanese Government 
about 400,000 yen in telegraph charges, 
and the amount saved to the general’ 
ublic will be nbout: 2,000,000 yen, Tha 
laying of a submarine cable between 
Nagasaki and Shanghai will cost the 
Government about 1,400,000 yen. The 
work requires immediate attention, and 
will be taken in hand before the openin 
of the Diet. It is expected that 1b wi 
be completed in a year and a half.”
